Indicates Attitude. 
It also is asserted that official files 


show that the few days before his 
capture 'Francisco Madero in desper- 
ation telegraphed to the state gover- 
nors and Jefespolitces throughout the 
republic stating that American mar- 
ines had lanled at Vcra Cruz and that 
this foreign invasion demanded loyal- 
ty of all Mexican citizens. 
The governor also may make public 


an order given by Francisco Madero 
to General Huerta then commander o£ 
the federal forces. This order is said 
to include instructions to destroy all 
public and private buildings between 
the national palace and the arsenal. 


Five columns of the regular army

Mr. Ekern replied that

tax movement would be negligible in 
a fight over this amendment.

TO BE HELD IN CITY 


MADE UNNECESSARY THROUGH 


DECISION OF ASPIRANTS FOR 


SUPERVISORSHIP. 


TO RUN NON-PARTISAN 


City Attorney Doufihrrty Interprets 


\ 
Election Laws—Three Hundred 


Dollars Saved to City! 


Janesville will have no 
primary 


election on Tuesday, March 18, for 
the nomination of candidates for city 
offices. 
AH that might have made the 


holding of a primary necessary was 
the fact that four of the candidates 
for the office 
of 
supervisor in the 


various wards had filed their nomina- 
tion papers under party designations 
—Marshall P. Richardson, Joseph L. 
Bear, and S. B. Heddles as republi- 
cans, 
and 
Edward Ratheram as 
a 


democrat. Joseph Denning had filed 
as a non-partisan. . Through their de 
cision to re-file their nomination- rra- 
pers as, non,partisans, the. necessity 
of a primary is .obviated; the city, will 
he saved about $300 in election ex- 
penses, and the voters will be spared 
needless annoyance. 


An understanding was reached at a 


conference held at the city hall this 
morning between /the candidates Cor 
supervisor, 
City 
Attorney 
W-.' 
H. 


Dougherty, Mayor Fathers, and Coun- 
cilman Crammings. 
S.. B. Heddles and 


Edward Katherarn were the only; two 
candidates present but Frank D. Kim- 
ball appeared as spokesman for Mr. 
Bear, and Mr. Richardson had already 
signified his consent. 


According to the opinion filed by 


City Attorney Dougherty'an.d his re- 
marks at the conference, (ill candi- 
dates for city offices with the excep- 
tion of supervisors, must run. on a 
non-partisan ticket, and these by re- 
filing their nomination papers can be- 
come 
non-partisan 
candidates. 
No 


recourse to a primary election is then 
necessary for the reason that the fil- 
ing of the paper is in itself a nom- 
ination and entitles the nominee to 
have his name go upon the ballot and 
be. voted for at the city election. 


The 
city 
attorney 
recommended 


that these papers be not filed until 
some day which is not more than fif- 
teen days before the election, not- 
less than four days prior to the elec- 
tion. Probably any attempt to file lie- 
fore that time would be ineffective 
and in any event they would have to 
refile. 
This 
procedure 
would 
un- 


doubtedly be valid as. the courts have 
held that a failure to observe these 
regulations 
does not invalidate an 


election. 


Sub-section 4, section 11—2, chapter 


.!>, statutes of 1911, takes the school 
commissipners .from under the provi- 
sion's"- of-: the act' 'governing primary 
elections...and. Section 35-?20 ,'par.tlcu-.. 
lar!v;5jiu:ts>;aU .inurricipal:. elective 'pffi- 
cers'.JjjCa non;:par.tisan^hasi.s.,.-'iAS'xfar-. 
as can-be seen-'th'ere is absolutely "ho! 
necessity.lor. holding' a primary elec- 
tion unless there should be more than 
two candidates. 
The candidates for 


the office of supervisor are without 
opposition. 


Some of the candidates for super- 


visee will have to secure a few ad- 
ditional signatures on their nomina- 
tion papers.; ;.As partisan candidates 
they were required to secure the sig- 
natures of three per cent of the total 
number of votes cast by their party 
in the precinct at the last election. 
As non-partisans they will have, to ob- 
tain the endorsement of three per 
cent of the total mimbpr of votes cast. 


Next Monday and Tuesday will be 


registration days, as will also March 
25. 
the 
Tuesday 
before 
election.

March IS, the time for a primary, if 
one .would have been held. 
Voting 


machines will not be used at the elec- 
tion, according to the statement of 
City Clerk Hammarlund, made today.

Contention. 


City officials are of the opinion that 


the. state has withdrawn its claims 
for the item of $2,850, the cost of. the 
re-assessment by the state tax com- 
mission, which svas included in the 
certification from . the 
secretary of 


state to the county clerk and county 
treasurer as a special charge against 
Janesville. 
. 


The 
belief 
that 
the 
state 
has 


dropped its claim is based on. the fact 
that Mr. Livermore has received a 
receipt for the state taxes which he 
turned in last month, arid in addition 
has received an amended, statement 
of the state's charges against Rock 
county in which the 
re-assessment 


item is not included as 
a 
special 


charge. 


Mr. JJvermoro stated today that he 


was not. certain that this meant that 
the state had withdrawn its claim 
against the city, as he had received 
no statement in regard to the matter 
from the state treasurer further than 
the amended statement. 
This, how- 


ever, he said, made it clear that he 
had followed the proper course 
in 


making his returns in which' he filed 
an affidavit in regard to Janesville, 
and that he was now freed from any 
obligation whicli he might have had 
to. collect the .same. 
As the matter 


now stands it rests entirely between 
the state and the city, if it has not 
been decided to let the matter drop. 


Should the state continue to press its 


,c!aim .against the city further, on the- 
ground that the item charged is eith- 
er a tax or a debt, it is probable that 
the city will refuse .the state's right 
to the amount. In the meantime any 
initiative in the1 matter will -rest'ivith 
the authorities'at Madison.;

Business

Early in the spring of Eighteen 


Eighty, something like ten days or 
two weeks before the Burr Robbins 
show took the road for the summer, 
1 was standing with De'.avan. the 
boss hostler, in front of the office of 
the show on Eastern avenue when a 
tall, 
dignified 
looking 
gentleman 


turned the corner of Eastern avenue 
and,the Beloit road and came toward 
the office. 


Delavan said to me, "Take a look 
at that gentleman. 
If he is an actor 


he is certainly a high class one," for 
his dress and bearing would indicate 
that lie was the president of a rail- 
road rather than a circus performer. 
He came up to me and asked me if 
my name was AVatt, and when I an- 
swered it was he said, "My name, is 
Sam McfFlynn." 


Mr. Robbins T»as in 
Chicago on 


some business and he had referred 
Mr. McFlynn to me. 
Sam McFlynn 


was what was known in those days 
as a singing .clown. A one ring show 
in those days that had a singing 
c!o»'n was supposed to be strictly in 
it. Sam McFlynn stood six feet tall, 
•was a fine dresser and a good looker 
and with all a nice gentleman. 


He stayed with the show two sea- 


sons and later, in a small way, took 
out a show of bis own, and about this 
time or possibly, the next season, lie 
married the youngest daughter of Dr. 
Thayer, whOrat one time-had been a 
prosperous circus man owning a show 
of his own, but ,for a couple of years 
had been connected with the Burr 
Robbins show. 


Mrs. McFlynn took charge of the 


Trout 
door and ' looked after 
the 


finances .of the show, of which she 
knew something before she was mar- 
ried. 
Sain McFlynn kept his show 


in the small towns where such a show 
naturally belonged 
and where 
ho 


• could.'keep his expenses down, and 
prospered for some.years, laying by a 
neat'little sum of money each year. 


The show usually wintered in Chi- 


cago and all the spare money the 
?.lcTrlj3in:g.--could,.get together was in- 
vested in Chicago real estate, and af- 
ter 'a few years of prospering with 
what they .already had saved the'Mc- 
Flynns made up their minds to sell 
the show and retire from the busi- 
ness. It was about the close of tho 
season some time along in the latter 
part of the eighties and the money 
they received through the sale of the 
show was also invested in Chicago 
real estate. 


Sam McFlynn was a good business 


man and all his holdings in Chicago 
•were bought at bottom prices. 
They 


had no children and the last I knew 
of them, a few years ago, they were 
living on the south side in Chicago in 
a fine home, and as their income was 
considerably more than thoir living 
expenses, Sam was steadily adding to 
his holdings. Only a few years ago I 
heard through a friend that his prop- 
erty on the south side was worth sev- 
eral times more than it cost him. 
This was ail made possible through 
the saving of a little out of each 
week's salary as clown with a circus. 


In Eighteen Eighty-four many of 


the performers with the Adam Fore- 
IKiugh show were brought over from 
Europe as had been the usual prac- 
tice for many years. Among Hie rest. 
was

daughter by • MIES 


name 
of Lowanda. The 
bowamla 


family 
for 
generations 
back 
in 


Europe were known as a family of 
circus people, most} of whom'had bee"n 
riders. 


Julia Lowanda that season was the 


principal bareback rider, and as she 
was only seventeen years 
old her 


mother 
traveled 
with 
her. 
They 


were two of the nicest people that I 
over knew around the show and as 
soon as Julia's riding act was over 


in the afternoon you could always 
find her in tlfe -ladies' dressing room 
either making something that added 


; to ..her wardrobe or her street clothes. 


I 
They stayed • with 
the 
Forepaugh 


: show for several years, after which 
Julia married a circus man by the 
name of Schipp, and with the money 
that the two had saved they bought 
a fine home in Petersburg, 111., and 
here they built a ring barn where 
Julia would practice during the win- 
ter. 


Three years ago they were both 


here, she and her husband with the' 
Ringling show. 
She was riding as 


good an act as she ever did and she 
told me that she had a daughter al- 
most eighteen years of age who would 
graduate that fall from a ladies' sem- 
inary down east. This she said was 
their only child. 1 have not seen 
them since, but they still make their 
home in Petersburg, 111., and I know 
that everyone in Petersburg is glad 


' to claim the Schipp family as their 


friends. 


The old mother, who had looked 


after Julia so diligently for so many 
years, died some years'ago, but no't 
until she had seen her daughter mar- 
| ried to a nice gentleman and settled 
! in a good home. 
But as Julia Lo- 


j waiida, as I knew her, must now be 
uearing the fifty ma.rk, her 
circus 


career must be drawing to a close. 
In years to come she can look hack 


; over her career in the circus busi- 
: ness in America with pride, for no 
one ever left a better name in the 
business than Julia Lowanda. 


One English 
performer whom I 


call to mind was a man by the name 
of Leonetti. 
Leonetti rode a small 


bicycle down a winding spiral from 
the top of the center pole. 
For this 


act he received $350 per week and 
.oil his expenses, but he told me that 
while he had never.had a serious ac- 
cident he always dreaded to go to the 
top of that center pole and come 
down, around anil around the center 
pole several times 'before landing. / 


The spiral he came down was only 


twelve inches wide and with nothing 
on the sides to keep his wheel from 
going off. He told me that he prac- 
ticed for the act nearly two years in 
Europe before he started out and in 
that country he did the act for as 
little as ten pounds a week, which 
amounted to about $50 in our money. 
But it was a great act and one of the. 
features with the Forepaugh show 
thativj'.ear. 


After making a hit in this country 


and going back to Europe, he was in 
demand all over that country at a 
much greater salary than he had ever 
received there before, but never got 
the price that Adam Forepaugh paid 
him 
in this country in 
Eighteen 


Eighty-four. 


He invested his money in a town 


in England 
of about 00,000 inhabi- 


tants, the name of which I have for- 
gotten, his first purchase being the 
principal hotel in the town. At this 
business he prospered and 
a 
few 


years later bought some ground- ad- 
.ioining the hotel upon which he erect- 
ed a fine theatre. 
He is still living 


nml both his hotel and his theatre 
,n-e money-makers and Leonetti who 
pot his first start by riding a bicycle 
oowii a spiral, is one of tho wealthy 
men of the town. 


These are a few instances of peo- 


ple whom I knew in tho business 
many years ago wlu/havc made good 
to tho end.

CITY SEWAGE PLANT 


SOURCE OF REVENUE 


Bradford, England, Size of Milwaukee, 


Operates a Truck Farm on Site 


of a Disposal Plant, 


How Bradofrd, England, a city the 


size of Milwaukee, made its sewage 
disposal plant a source of revenue by 
using the effluent as- fertilizer on a 
municipal 'truck farm, raising feed for 
all the city's 
horses, and 
utilizing 


the sludge in building cement side- 
walks, was recently 
related to 
die 


Milwaukee 
Free Press by William 


Hartley,-a former 
member 
of 
the 


common council of the English city. 


In Bradford, explains 
Mr. Hartley, 


the sludge is pumped directly upon a 
largo faijn owned by the city beyond 
its limits to enrich the 
land 
from 


which 
the 
city 
derives 
revenues 


which assist in reducing the burden 
o£ taxation. 
Bradford has outgrown 


the sewerage plant and is now going 
to build a new one on a more exten- 
sive scale, with -the tanks much fur- 
ther from the city where the land has 
been purchased more cheaply. 


"In Bradford, with a population the 


same size as 
Milwaukee's, and in 


many other English cities great re- 
suits have been derived in utilizing 
the sludge. 
As- a resident of Brad- 


ford for forty 
years, and an 
active 


worker on -the sewerage plant when 
it was installed , I can 
verify 
the 


statement that 
Bradford has triujlc 


farms on which the sludge from the 
sewerage is used, giving hundreds of 
pounds yearly to the 
city, 
besides 


growing the feed used by all the city's 
horses. 


"The present 
plant is about 
two 


miles outside the city limits, but in 
the new plans, the 
plant is to 
be 


placed eight miles out in the coun- 
try. 


"The sewage is run to the plant 


through big pipes, where the septic 
process takes place. 
Tho effluent is 


purified, while the sludge, with the 
proper moisture in it, is',pumped over 
the land. 


"There is absolutely no odor in con- 


nection with the plant. 
Even after 


the sludge is pumped over the land, 
the people drive through the gardens 
without detecting 
unpleasant 
odors. 


The best residences are around the 
plant. 


"Bradford a.lso possesses large de- 


structors on the municipal farms In 
which they get rid of. all garbage, lin 
cans and iron 
gathered from 
back 


yards. 
The city makes considerable 


each year selling the solder from the 
tin cans and also the old iron. 


"The ashes from; this destructor, to- 


gether with the sludge left over from 
the septic tanks with other ingredi- 
ents, are pressed 
into large cement 


sidewalk blocks, and smaler building 
blocks. 
Not a single thing goes to 


waste, but the city derives revenue 
from-every possible source. 
, 
;•.. 
"Farmers 
surrounding 
Bradford 


would gladly pay, for the sludge taken 
from the sewage, but it is too expen- 
sive to cart it 
around the 
country. 


For this reason, the city has estab- 
lished its plant in the midst of a large 
estate which it has 
purchased 
and 


merely pumps the sludge on the land 
the same way -that one would pump 
water.

prepared. 
If one puts up tomatoes,
